owners," Judge Cowen said, "explain- 
ing that their land is not being farm- 
ed and that it is suffering from wine 
erosion. We are telling them, too 
that the dust from their fields' i 
blowing over on adjoining farms, caus- 
ing damage to land and crops there.

ty agent. If they do not follow ou; 
advice, we will do the

'ng of new homes in less than two 
voprs of time. No other agency has 
made such a distinct contribution to 
business recovery and the employ- 
ment of labor in so short a time. The 
rriore than a billion of dollars'expend- 
ed in the pm'chasc of building ma- 
terial, in the employment of labor in 
home building and repairs,.and in the 
manufacture of the varied essential 
materials entering into building con- 
struction, modernization and repairs, 
has resulted in this vast sum entering 
the channels of] trade and industry 
and its dissemination in a manner so 
extensive that it has touched the lives 
and material interests of literally mil- 
lions of individuals in various parts of 
the country, with the consequent stim- 
ulation of business. That Arkansas 
has shared in these benefits is appar- 
ent to all who think and have been 
observant, 


"For instance, when the. National 


Housing Act was enacted the lumber 
industry in this state was figurative- 
ly in a dormant stato.

tha ntomorrow's and it is good busi- 
ness to get us many of today's dollars 
as possible provided reasonable atten- 
tion is given to future income. People 
in the lumber industry are, of course, 
primarily concerned with today's bus- 
iness and today's dollars, but they are 
also taking measures to see that future 
timber supplies will bo adequate. 


Recent experiences have shown that 


during depressions dollars melt rap- 
idly away while goods endure. For- 
ests are goods, but unlike cotton in 
the bale or corn in the bin, a healthy 
forest is not stagnant. Forests grow 
in volume and increase in quantity 
regardless 
of economic conditions. 


Properly cut and cared for a forest is 
a sound investment that has commer- 
cial possibilities far beyond a single! 
cut. 
I 


Assuming that 20 years is required 


for cut-over Southern Pine forests to 
grow another crop of timber, is this too 
long for a timber company to wait? 
After all 20 years is riot such a long' 
time as it may seem. Look back ten! 
years, then look ahead ten years; that | 
is a 20-year period. Would it not be- 
commercially advantageous to know 
that in 10 years a merchantable tim- 
ber crop would be available on the 
areas cut over ten years ago? 


Is twenty years too long to wait 


for a new crop of timber? It was not 
too long a period to carry 
virgin 


stumpage to guarantee a saw-mill op- 
eration so it should not bee to long 
aperiod to carry cut-over land while 
a merchantable stand matures. 


Growth of tmber is a much more 


important factor in the lumber busi- 
ness than has been generally realized. 
It is an exceptional Southern Pine 
mill that is not operating on borrowed 
time because growth has increased 
its timber supplies tremendously. 


At small cost, considering the ad- 


vantages of lengthening an operation 
materially or making it permanent, 
cut-over lands can be left in such con- 
dition that they Will provide succes- 
sive merchantable timber harvests at 
intervals of not more than 20 years 
and frequently less.

In the face of a swelling tide of 


protest against huge governmental ex- 
penditures and competition with pri- 
vate business and at a time when the 
administration is showing 
signs of 


moving 
toward 
retrenchment, the1 


measure sponsored by the father of 
TVA swept to passage without even 
the formality of a roll call. 


There was some opposition, of course 


notably from. Senator King, Democrat 
of Utah, who denounced the "siphon- 
ing of money out of the treasury" to 
finance the electrification of farms. , 


Norris Compromised 


An interesting disclosure during the 


debate on the measure was that Sen- 
ator Norris had agreed at a White 
House conference to reduce the stip- 
ulated appropriation for rural power 
systems in the next 10 years from the 
$1,000,000.000 originally intended 
to 


$420,000,000. 


Hailed also as "hopeful harbingers" 


of an administration trend toward cur- 
tailment of expenditures were Secre- 
tary of Stale Hull's strong emphasis 
upon tbe importance o)| a balanced 
budget in the course of his temperate 
campaign speech al Baltimore, and tbe 
government's apparently sudden deci- 
sion to transfer to states and munici- 
palities tbe responsibility for acquir- 
ing land for low-cost housing pro- 
jects.
